Regarding  foreign  policy,  Melville  said,  “The  Iranian 
hostage  situation  and  the  conflict  in  Afghanistan  have  been 
pretty  much  defused  as  political  issues.  They  will  have  an  ef¬ 
fect  on  the  election,  but  the  economy  will  be  a  more  signifi¬ 
cant  issue. 

“The  Republicans’  withdrawal  of  support  for  the  ERA  and 
their  stand  against  abortion  will  probably  neither  help  them 
nor  hurt  them.  In  my  opinion,  the  votes  that  they  pick  up 
because  of  this  stand  will  balance  out  the  votes  that  they’re 
apt  to  lose,”  said  Melville. 

“The  polls  suggest  a  substantial  lead  for  Reagan  right 
now,”  said  Melville.  “The  national  mood  is  very  favorable 
toward  Reagan,  and  if  the  election  were  to  be  held  today, , 
Ronald  Reagan  would  win. 

“I  think  that  we’re  now  in  an  era  of  one-term  Presidents. 
We  expect  more  from  a  President  than  he  can  possibly  ac¬ 
complish  in  four  years,  then  lose  confidence  in  him  when  he 
doesn’t  fulfill  our  expectations.  If  Carter  is  dumped  this 
year,  Reagan  will  probably  follow  him  in  four  more  years,” 
Melville  said.

With  the  beginning  of  the  World  Conference  on  Records, 
LDS  Church  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball  announced 
plans  for  a  new  Genealogical  Library  and  Church  History 
and  Art  Museum. 

The  buildings  will  be  built  on  the  block  immediately  west 
of  Temple  Square  in  Salt  Lake  City  with  the  library  replac¬ 
ing  the  present  library  in  the  Church  Office  Building. 

The  museum  will  be  built  on  an  adjoining  site.  It  will  be 
four  stories  high  and  have  five  principal  galleries  displaying 
artifacts,  documents  and  sculptures  representing  LDS 
history  and  culture. 

When  announcing  the  new  genealogical  library,  President 
Kimball  said,  “This  five-story  building  will  contain  approx¬ 
imately  136,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  which  will  more  ef¬ 
fectively  serve  our  members  and  friends  throughout  the 
world.” 

The  buildings  were  designed  by  church  architect  Emil  B. 
Fetzer.  Entrances  for  the  building  will  be  at  midblock  across 
the  street  from  the  west  entrance  to  Temple  Square,  ac¬ 
cording  to  church  officials.  The  buildings  will  be  separated 
by  a  landscaped  plaza. 

Construction  on  the  museum  is  expected  to  begin  in  1981 


and  take  two  years  to  complete,  according  to  Fetzer. 

The  present  Genealogical  Library  serves  3,500  to  4,000  in¬ 
dividuals  during  the  peak  season,  according  to  church  of¬ 
ficials.  In  addition,  the  library  receives  some  4,000  letters  a 
month. 

To  assist  individual  research,  the  library  will  have  545 
microfilm  readers  and  300  stations  for  reading  books.  And  an 
exhibit  room  will  permit  visitors  to  view  the  library  activities 
without  disturbing  those  using  the  library. 

The  Museum  of  Church  History  and  Art  will  be  an 
educational  facility  with  exhibits  featuring  art  and  artifacts 
from  all  parts  of  the  world  and  from  the  different  periods  of 
LDS  Church  history. 

Dr.  Glen  Leonard,  historian  and  museum  specialist,  will 
be"  the  museum  director,  according  to  Elder  G.  Homer 
Durham  of  the  First  Quorum  of  the  Seventy  and  head  of  the 
Church  Historical  Department. 

Among  the  articles  to  be  exhibited  are  the  printing  press 
used  by  E.  B.  Grandin  to  print  the  first  edition  of  the  Book  of 
Mormon,  ah  1835  hymn  book  compiled  by  Emma  Smith, 
C.C.A.  Christensen’s  paintings  and  the  watch  worn  by  John 
Taylor  in  Carthage  Jail,  said  Durham.

In  what  some  consider  to  be  a  last- 
ditch  attempt  to  keep  the  U.S.  Steel 
Company’s  Geneva  Plant  afloat,  the 
“Citizens  Coalition  to  Save  Geneva”  is 
staging  a  support  rally  at  Provo’s 
Pioneer  Park,  500  W.  Center  St.,  Fri¬ 
day  at  5  p.m. 

The  purpose  of  the  rally  is  to  show 
Utah’s  elected  representatives  that 
people  in  Utah  County  want  the 
Geneva  plant,  according  to  Geoffrey  G. 


Wright,  a  member  of  the  coalition. 

Governor  Scott  Matheson  and  all  • 
four  of  Utah’s  Congressional  delegates 
have  committed  themselves  to  attend 
the  rally,  where  they  will  speak  and 
hear  representatives  of  U.S.  Steel,  the 
coalition  and  the  United  Steel  Workers 
of  America  union. 

The  Geneva  plant’s  future  has  been 
in  jeopardy  since  company  officials 
came  to  a  standstill  with  the  Environ¬ 
mental  Protection  Agency  over  the  cost 
of  water  and  air  quality  control  re-

“It  is  very  impressive  indeed  to  see 
such  a  vast'number  of  people  from  all 
over  the  world  who  have  assembled 
here  (because  they  are  interested  in 
searching  for  their  roots  and  preserving 
our  heritage,”  he  said. 

“Preserving  Our  Heritage”  is  the 
theme  for  the  conference,  which  is  be¬ 
ing  held  in  the  Salt  Palace,  Hotel  Utah 
and  the  Church  Office  Building 
Genealogical  Library.

marginally-profitable  plant  to  the  U.S. 
Steel  Corporation,  Geneva  is  an  impor¬ 
tant  economic  entity  in  Utah  County, 
employing  close  to  5,000  workers  and 
handling  a  payroll  of  $150  million. 

Wright  said  the  fate  of  Geneva  lies 
largely  with  the  elected  officials,  par¬ 
ticularly  Utah’s  Congressional  delega¬ 
tion,  because  they  can  bring  pressure 
upon  the  EPA  to  “deal  reasonably”  in 
establishing  pollution  guidelines  for 
the  plant. 

“If  we  don’t  have  enormous  support 
at  this  rally,  we  will  not  get  support 
from  elected  officials.  We  strongly 
believe  this  rally  will  be  a  make-or- 
break  situation.  If  we  don’t  get  sup¬ 
port,  that  will  be  the  end  of  Geneva,” 
Wright  said. 

The  Geneva  plant  has  been  under 
pressure  from  the  EPA  to  meet  federal 
guidelines  for  water  and  air  pollution 
control.  The  high  costs  of  im¬ 
plementing  such  regulations,  which 
have  been  estimated  at  more  than  $70 
million  for  air  quality  control  alone, 
have  placed  the  plant  in  jeopardy, 
since  it  has  been  only  a  marginally- 
profitable  operation. 

U.S.  Steel  was  preparing  to  imple¬ 
ment  the  air  control  regulations  when 
the  EPA  told  the  company  July  31  that 
it  had  to  also  meet  new  water  quality 
guidelines. 

Preliminary  estimates  for  the  water 
guidelines  are  $42  million,  a  figure 


company  officials  are  unwilling  to  ac¬ 
cept,  Wright  said. 

Until  an  agreement  can  be  reached 
concerning  the  bottom-line  EPA  re¬ 
quirements  for  water  quality,  in¬ 
cluding  the  cost  of  implementation 
and  upkeep  of  the  polution  control 
equipment,  U.S.  Steel  will  not  sign  the 
air  quality  agreement,  according  to 
Henry  Huish,  general  superintendent 
of  Geneva. 

“The  uncertainty  of  reaching  an 
agreement  with  EPA  continues  to 
place  Geneva  in  jeopardy  and  may 
even  discourage  our  company  from 
making  needed  long-range  invest¬ 
ments  here,”  Huish  said. 

Roger  Frenett,  chief  of  permits  and 
hazardous  waste  at  the  Denver,  Colo., 
branch  of  the  EPA,  said  Friday  that 
negotiations  are  “progressing  well  and 
in  good  faith.”  But  he  could  not  say  if 
an  agreement  will  be  reached  before 
September,  when  U.S.  Steel  must 
begin  to  implement  air  quality  require¬ 
ments. 

A  study  conducted  by  Geneva 
engineers  on  July  23  showed  that  the 
plant  releases  chemicals  into  Utah  lake 
at  lower  level's  than  those  already  per¬ 
mitted  by  the  EPA.  Ray  Pett, 
Geneva’s  chief  engineer,  said  the  com¬ 
pany  could  still  meet  EPA  require¬ 
ments  for  about  $2.5  million. 

“We  believe  in  a  clean  environment, 
but  we  also  believe  in  a  balance,” 
Wright  said,  explaining  U.S.  Steel’s 
position.  “All  we  ask  is  for  the  EPA  to 
be  reasonable.” 

Utah’s  congressmen  have  sponsored 
legislation  that  would  give  a  governor 
veto  power  over  EPA  regulations  when 
the  future  of  an  important  industry 
hangs  in  the  balance,  provided  that 
health  and  safety  standards  are  still 
met. 

But  the  future  of  these  bills  is  uncer¬ 
tain  and  the  short  timetable  Geneva 
has  to  operate  with  in  implementing 
the  EPA  regulations  requires  other  ac¬ 
tion  to  be  taken  by  the  Congressmen  to 
insure  an  agreement  between  the  com¬ 
pany  and  the  EPA,  Wright  said.

Giant  panda  born  in  captivity 

MEXICO  CITY  (AP)  —  The  world’s  newest 
and  tiniest  giant  panda,  the  first  conceived  and 
born  in  captivity,  whimpered  away  the  hours 
Wednesday  nursing  in  its  mother’s  arms, 
veterinarians  reported.  Nearby,  the  proud  papa 
basked  in  the  Mexican  sunshine. 

Ying  Ying  and  her  3-day-old  cub  “woke  up  in 
good  health.  Everything  is  normal,”  said  Dr.  Juan 
Tellez  Giron,  a  Chapultepec  Zoo  veterinary  sur¬ 
geon  in  charge  of  the  pandas’  care. 

He  said  the  4-inch-long,  3  I/2-ounce  cub  was 
nursing  every  20  minutes. 

The  father,  Pe  Pe,  has  been  separated  from 
Ying  Ying  since  Saturday  and  will  remain  apart 
for  six  months. 

Police  to  shoot  fleeing  arsonists 

CHESTER,  Pa.  —  Fighting  a  wave  of  100  arson 
fires  this  year,  the  mayor  said  Wednesday  he  has 
already  seen  good  results  from  his  new  policy  of  or¬ 
dering  police  to  shoot  to  wound  fleeing  adult 
suspects  as  a  last  resort. 

“We  had  35  fires  in  the  past  month;  we  had  two 
over  the  weekend,”  said  Mayor  Joseph  F.  Battle. 
“That  directive  went  into  effect  Monday  morning. 
We  haven’t  had  an  arson  since  the  order  went 
out.”  ' 

No  one  has  been  shot  as  a  result  of  the  new 
policy,  but  the  mayor  said,  “I’ve  gotten  support 
from  everybody  who’s  called  in. 

“Most  support  it  (the  directive)  because  it  will 
save  lives,”  he  said.  “If  they  continue  at  this  pace, 
somebody’s  going  to  be  burned  up.” 

Battle  announced  the  formation  of  a  special  ar¬ 
son  stakeout  squad  Tuesday  and  said  the  officers, 
whose  number  was  not  disclosed,  would  be  equip¬ 
ped  with  shotguns  as  well  as  service  revolvers. 

“I  might  catch  flak  for  this  action,  but  I’m  serv¬ 
ing  notice  to  arsonists  that  they  will  catch  more 
than  flak;  maybe  a  shotgun  blast,”  Battle  said. , 

Police  Chief  John  Owens,  however,  said  he 
^doubted  any  suspects  would  be  shot. 

“Who  in  their  right  mind  would  do  that?” 
Owens  said.  “He  (the  mayor)  had  to  put 
something  in  the  paper  to  alert  them  (arsonists) 
we  were  doing  something. 


Doctors  transfer  immunity 

BOSTON  —  By  isolating  and  injecting  an 
obscure  substance  from  the  blood,  doctors  have 
shown  they  can  transfer  immunity  to  disease  from 
one  person  to  another,  a  discovery  that  may  have 
many  uses  in  preventing  illness. 

The  material  is  called  transfer  factor,  a  part  of 
the  white  blood  cells  that  protects  people  from 
getting  measles,  mumps  and  many  other  diseases 
more  than  once. 

Although  researchers  have  been  experimenting 
with  transfer  factor  for  years,  doctors  at  the  Un¬ 
iversity  of  Arkansas  conducted  the  first  major  test 
of  the  substance  as  a  method  of  preventing 
disease. 

They  found  that  it  prevented  chicken  pox 
among  children  with  leukemia,  youngsters  at  high 
risk  of  severe  complications  from  this  common 
disease. 


Democratic  party  supports  ERA 

NEW  YORK  —  The  Democratic  National  Con¬ 
vention,  shaping  a  platform  on  which  to  battle 
Ronald  Reagan  in  November,  adopted  a  strong 
plank  Tuesday  in  support  of  the  Equal  Rights 
Amendment  and  handed  Sen.  Edward  M.  Ken¬ 
nedy  a  consolation  victory  on  economic  policy. 

Delegates  approved  by  an  overwhelming  voice 
vote  a  minority  plank  under  which  the  party 
agreed  to  withold  financial  and  technical  support 
to  Democratic  candidates  for  office  who  do  not 
support  the  ERA.

“Historically,  Carter  does  better  in  an  election 
when  he  has  to  come  from  behind.  After  Reagan  won 
the  Republican  nomination,  Carter  contacted  him 
and  offered  to  meet  him  to  debate.  It  is  very  unusual 
for  an  incumbant  to  propose  a  debate. 

“The  presidential  debates  this  time  should  be 
more  significant  than  ever  in  the  past,  Carter 
probably  has  the  advantage  over  Reagan  when  it 
comes  to  debating.”  Melville  said. 

President  Carter  has  also  agreed  to  meet  John  An¬ 
derson  in  debate. 

Melville  said  Anderson’s  candidacy  is  liable  to  be 
harmful  to  Carter’s  chances  for  re-election,.  “I  expect 
Anderson  to  cut  into  the  traditional  Democratic  vote. 
I  see  two  possible  consequences  to  Anderson’s  can¬ 
didacy.  At  first  glance,  he  is  likely  to  aid  Reagan  by 
taking  votes  away  from  Carter. 

“A  second  possibility  is  that  if  Anderson  can  win 
enough  electoral  votes  to  deny  Reagan  a  majority,  the 
election  will  be  decided  by  the  House  of  Represen¬ 
tatives. 

“This  has  happened  twice  before.  In  1800  when 
Jefferson  and  Burr  won  the  same  number  of  electoral 
votes,  and  in  1824  when  Andrew  Jackson,  John 
Quincy  Adams,  Henry  Clay,  and  Henry  Crawford  all 
ran  for  the  Presidency.  Jackson,  Adams,  and  Craw¬ 
ford  were  the  top  vote  getters,  said  Melville.

Sale  of  seats  raises  stadium  cash

In  an  attempt  to  raise 
$12  million  to  expand 
Cougar  Stadium,  the 
BYU  Development  Of¬ 
fice  has  placed  on  sale 
loges,  boxes  and  seats 
valued  at  $18.5  million 
—  more  than  50  percent 
over  the  target  figure. 

When -asked  if  the 
published  figures  were 
correct,  and  if  so,  what 
the  extra  $6.5  million 
would  be  used  for,  Carl 
Bacon,  director  of  the 
development  office  said, 
“We  expect  to  work  very 


hard  to  raise  the  $12 
million.  We  have  placed 
many  more  sections  and 
seats  on  sale  than  we  ex¬ 
pect  to  sell. 

“It  would  be  a  dream 
to  do  so  well  in  seat  sales 
that  we  had  the  problem 
of  what  to  do  with  excess 
funds,”  said  Bacon. 

“Should  such  an  un¬ 
likely  event  occur,  I’m 
sure  the  BYU  ad¬ 
ministration  would  work 
out  an  appropriate  and 
acceptable  disposition 
for  any  receipts  not 
needed  for  planned  and 
approved  Cougar 
Stadium  expansions,” 


Bacon  said. 

“Rather  than  have 
people  be  misled  by  the 
potential  seat-sales 
receipts,  we  would  much 
rather  they  understand 
that  we  fully  expect  to 
have  to  rely  on  signifi¬ 
cant  individual  con¬ 
tributions  in  addition  to 
seat-sales  receipts  to 
raise  the  targeted  $12 
million,”  he  said. 

Administration  fund¬ 
raising  expectations  are 
reflected  in  a  plea 
published  in  the  “Cam- 
paign  for  Cougar 
Stadium”  pamphlet.

Painting  to  be  exhibited 

Artist  paints  royal  portrait

Artist  Arnold  Friberg 
spent  six  weeks  at 
Buckingham  Palace  in 
London,  but  it  was  stric¬ 
tly  business,  not  an  ex¬ 
tended  invitation  to  tea. 

Friberg  was  working 
on  preliminary  sketches 
of  a  royal  portrait  of 
Crown  Prince  Charles  of 
Great  Britain,  a 
painting  commissioned 
by  the  Canadian  govern-

ment  which  took  Friberg 
two  years  to  complete. 

The  painting, 
Friberg’s  newest, 
“H.R.H.  Prince 
Charles”,  will  be  shown 
this  weekend  at  the 
Hotel  Utah  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  in  a  two-day  show 
that  will  be  the  only  op¬ 
portunity  to  see  the 
royal  portrait  before  the. 
painting  is  moved  to 
Canada.

After  making  the 
original  sketches, 
Friberg  returned  to 
Holladay,  Utah,  where 
he  lives  and  works.  His 
past  work  has  included 
painting  a  work  entitled 
“The  Ten  Command¬ 
ments”  and  designing 
the  costumes >for  Cecil  B. 
DeMille’s  movie  of  the 
same  name.  The 
costume  designs  won 
Friberg  an  Academy 
Award  nomination,  and 
Friberg’s  studio  houses 
the  original  tablets 
Charlton  Heston  held  in 
the  film. 

Friberg  was  bom  in 
Arizona  and  converted 
to  the  church,  with  his 
family,  at  the  age  of 
seven.  He  has  been  mak¬ 
ing  a  living  at  art  since 
he  was  13,  when  he 
began  work  as  a  sign 
painter.  He  has  since 
worked  as  an  illustrator 
and  magazine  artist. 

During  his  youth, 


Friberg’s  slight  build 
caused  him  to  develop  a 
unique  style  which  is  es¬ 
pecially  predominant  in 
his  paintings  for  the 
Book  of  Mormon  and  his 
Royal  Canadian  Moun¬ 
ted  Police  portraits. 

“I  was  a  skinny  kid,” 
recalls  Friberg,  “And  I 
always  idolized  the 
muscular  kids.”  That 
idolization  is  shown  in 
his  portrayal  of  ex¬ 
tremely  muscular  male 
figures. 

He  is  best  known  in 
Utah  for  his  paintings 
with  religious  -themes, 
and  he  says  he  would 
like  to  devote  all  his 
time  to  that  work.  “My 
real  aim  is  to  do  gospel 
“he  said.

With  the  resignation  of  H.E.  “Bud”  Scruggs  com¬ 
ing  Sept.  1,  ASBYU  President  Jeff  Duke  has  been 
looking  for  a  new  Ombudsman. 

“We  are  now  taking  applications  for  the  Om¬ 
budsman’s  office,”  Duke  said.  The  president  in¬ 
dicated  that  he  would  be  taking  applications  through 
Aug.  20. 

ASBYU  bi-laws  dictate  that  ombudsmans  must 
have  served  in  the  Ombudsman’s  office  for  at  least 
one  semester  and  must  have  a  GPA  of  2.25  or  better. 

“We  are  looking  for  someone  who  likes  to  work  with 
1  people  and  feels  somewhat  confident  with  legal 
issues,”  Duke  explained. 

Duke  mentioned  that  as  a  member  of  the  ASBYU 
Executive  Council,  the  Ombudsman  has  all  the 
privileges  of  that  office;  such  as  paid  tuition,  paid 
books,  a  monthly  stipend  and  Executive  Council  per¬ 
quisites.

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University  sees 
multiple  uses 

Universities  are  for  university  students.  Right? 

That  may  be  the  common  impression,  but  the  age  range  of  persons  on 
campus  this  week  makes  one  realize  that  BYU  serves  a  much  wider  group 
than  the  18-to-26-year-old  college  student.  Not  only  citizens  in  Utah 
Valley,  but  persons  from  throughout  the  LDS  Church  use  the  university 
—directly  or  indirectly  —  and  in  surprising  numbers. 

Students  and  faculty  perhaps  become  more  aware  of  non-students  dur¬ 
ing  spring  and  summer  as  youth  group  members  and  workshop  partici¬ 
pants  jam  the  parking  lots,  cafeterias  and  elevators. 

The  Provo  Chamber  of  Commerce  published  some  statistics  about 
BYU,  its  impact  on  the  local  economy  and  its  users  in  a  recent  issue  of 
The  Sunday  Herald.  Here’s  a  sampling  of  the  numbers  the  Chamber 
cited. 

BYU  employs  4,225  full-  or  part-time  faculty  and  staff  not  including 
students.  Students  living  off  campus  spend  an  estimated  $44,809,519  in 
the  Provo  area.  On-campus  students  spend  an  additional  $13,888,657 
making  a  total  of  $58,698,176  that  students  contribute  to  the  local 
economy. 

Campus  visitors  have  an  impact  that  is  more  than  economic,  but  here 
are  some  of  the  Chamber’s  statistics  on  the  number  of  people  who  come 
to  BYU. 

Conferences  and  workshops  attracted  56,692  during  1978-79.  Approx¬ 
imately  120,000  visitors  toured  the  Monte  L.  Bean  Life  Science  Museum. 

About  1.3  million  (75  percent  of  these  non-students)  attended  sports 
events  of  all  kinds,  “Christmas  Around  the  World,”  “Homecoming  Spec¬ 
tacular”  and  special  concerts. 

Anyone  on  campus  next  week  will  be  very  much  aware  of  the  an¬ 
ticipated  21,000  persons  who  flood  the  campus  during  the  annual  Educa¬ 
tion  Week.  BYU  also  takes  Education  Week  and  other  lectures  to  an  ad¬ 
ditional  35,148  persons  all  around  the  country. 

On-campus  concerts,  the  lyceum  series  and  drama  events  attracted 
12,000  persons  in  1979.  Another  4,616  attended  evening  classes  during  the 
1979-80  academic  year. 

These  numbers  are  impressive  and  point  out  that  BYU  is  serving  per¬ 
sons  of  all  ages  in  the  community  and  throughout  the  LDS  Church. 

Faithful  tithepayers  support  the  university.  These  statistics  indicate 
that  more  of  them  than  we  may  realize  are  served  by  BYU  programs  of 
one  kind  or  another.

PMA:  faith  without  works  is  dead 


So,  who  is  this  guy?

Positive  Mental  Attitude  or  PMA  — 
a  mid  70s  “cheer-up-tomorrow-is- 
another-day”  philosophy  —  has 
created  a  generation  of  apathetic  non¬ 
achievers.  Those  taken  in  by  this  dis¬ 
honest  philosophy  have  PMA  quote 
books,  PMA  cartoon  books,  PMA  key 
chains,  attend  PMA  rallies.  These 
brainwashed  sheep  have  been  per¬ 
suaded  into  believing  failure  is  accep¬ 
table  and  that  tiying  is  all  that  mat¬ 
ters.  Individuals  with  dreary  days  are 
encouraged  to  “look  for  the  silver  lin¬ 
ing,”  an  inactive  suggestion.  A  change 
in  attitude  will  right  the  wrong  —  or  at 
least  make  the  wrong  look  right. 

“Try”  is  the  PMA  target  word.  Try¬ 
ing  is  all  that  matters.  The  result  of 
your  “trying”  is  inconsequential.  A 
positive  mental  attitude  is  the  ul¬ 
timate  achievement.  Failures  can  be 
whitewashed  to  appear  successful  if 
you  know  the  right  PMA  slogan. 

This  emphasis  on  attitude  rather 
than  action  necessarily  produces  at¬ 
titude  rather  than  action-oriented  peo¬ 
ple,  and  attitude-oriented  people  differ 
from  action-oriented  people.  That 
believing  is  becoming,  an  idea 
professed  by  the  PMA  prophets,  is  dis¬ 
honest.  Action  produces  success  —  at¬ 
titude  does  not. 


George  Pace,  a  BYU  religion 
professor,  explained  the  deceptiveness 
of  PMA  one  afternoon  in  his  Gospel 
Principles  and  Practices  class.  He  said 
if  you  haven’t  worked  hard,  and 
studied  to  become  a  brain  surgeon,  it 
doesn’t  matter  how  positive  your  men¬ 
tal  attitude  is  —  you  won’t  become  a 
brain  surgeon.  The  fallacy  of  the  PMA 
propaganda  lies  in  the  claim  to  success 
and  happiness  through  a  change  in  at¬ 
titude.  How  ridiculous!  Can  you  have  a 
positive  attitude  if  you  actions  are 
negative?  Is  failure  to  achieve  a  goal 
any  less  of  a  failure  simply  because  you 
call  it  a  success? 

Obviously  many  failures  can  be  lear¬ 
ning  experiences  but  something  more 
than  a  change  in  attitude  is  needed  to 
produce  the  reversal.  An  active  evalua¬ 
tion  of  the  experience  coupled  with 
contemplation  and  goal  setting  will 
produce  some  of  the  insights  that  can 
improve  an  attitude.  Action,  more 
than  attitude,  produces  change. 

The  work  ethic  is  true:  “Nothing 
comes  easy.”  If  you  want  success  or 
happiness,  you  have  to  do  more  than 
simply  try. 

Unlike  the  PMAers,  I  advocate  CPA 
—  consistent  positive  action.  I  suggest 


we  substitute  the  word  “do”  for  “try,” 
achievement  for  effort!  Let’s  get  away 
from  the  attitude  that  trying  is  an  end. 
Instead,  let’s  incorporate  effort  into 
the  process  but  have  achievement  be 
the  end. 


I  don’t  believe  it  is  possible  to  “try” 
to  do  something.  Either  you  do  it  or 
you  don’t.  George  Lucas  created  a 
character  in  his  latest  adventure  “The 
Empire  Strikes  Back”  who  agrees  with 
me.  Yoda,  the  small  green  Jedi,  com¬ 
mented  on  the  danger  of  living  a  “try¬ 
ing’  life.  As  he  and  Luke  Sky  walker 
were  working  on  some  Jedi  levitation 
exercises  and  Luke  failed  to  complete 
the  exercise.  Yoda  scolded  Luke’s  plea 
of  “I  tried”  with  “Do  or  do  not.  There 
is  no  try.” 

The  importance  of  that  statement 
cannot  be  overemphasized.  A  try 
results  in  either  the  achievement  or  the 
non-achievement  of  a  goal.  Those 
results  can  be  colored  with  all  kinds  of 
PMA  phrases  but  they  will  still  be 
either  be  successes  or  failures.  You 
either  get  the  “A”  in  a  course  or  you  do 
not.  The  BYU  construction  crews  will 
either  finish  the  Kimball  Tower  or  they 
will  not.  There  is  no  try.

Regulation  needed 
for  landlords ,  tenants

Our  society  is  one  that  is  controlled 
by  rules  and  regulations.  It  is  respect 
and  obedience  to  those  rules  that 
makes  the  society  run  smoothly.  Some 
areas  have  little  or  no  regulation;  one 
of  those  in  Utah  is  the  landlord/tenant 
relationship. 

If  both  parties  could  be  trusted  to 
act  honestly  and  above  board  then 
laws  wouldn’t  be  needed,  but  the 
evidence  is  to  the  contrary.  Too  often 
there  is  animosity  between  tenants  and 
landlords  that  remains  unsolved.  This 
animosity  stems  from  the  fact  that 
both  sides  view  the  other  with  suspi¬ 
cion. 

Many  tenants  feel  that  by  having  a 
code  to  follow  the  injustices  felt  by  ren¬ 
ters  could  be  avoided.  The  code  would 
also  benefit  the  landlord  by  protecting 
his  property  from  the  abuses  of  the  te¬ 
nants.  The  code  could  only  benefit  the 
renters  and  landlords  statewide. 

At  BYU,  landlords  renting  to  the 
student  must  have  “approved  hous¬ 
ing,”  providing  a  small  amount  of 
regulation  of  the  relationship.  But 
even  this  is  not  always  successful. 

While  the  BYU  housing  code  has 
specific  parts  that  must  be  complied 
with,  some  landlords  have  found  it  in¬ 
creasingly  easy  to  find  their  way 
around  it.  Students  will  find  them¬ 
selves  sharing  a  two-bedroom  apart¬ 
ment  with  five  other  people  without 
adequate  study  areas  or  storage,  pay¬ 
ing  $50  to  $60  per  month.
